XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 
WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of January, February and March, 1988, 


January.—The outstanding feature of the weather of January was the series of useful 
rains in the tropics. In one disturbance the rain area extended to a large part of the 
southern half of the State, replenishing water supplies in areas where a shortage had been 
feared, and improving pastures, but causing some damage ‘to wheat awaiting transport. 


The largest rainfall total for the month was 732 points at Mundiwindi, which experi- 
enced the wettest month ever recorded at that station. Other substantial rainfall totals 
for the month included 724 points at Broome, 682 points at Marble Bar, 657 points at 
Derby, 517 points at Roy Hill, 506 points at Fitzroy Crossing, and 505 points at Turkey 
Creek. In the more southern districts, the principal totals were 436 points at Salmon Gums, 
294 points at Esperance, 270 points at Grass Patch, and 225 points at Kookynie. 


The rainfall was heaviest in the West Kimberley Division, where the total falls 
averaged 623 points, and in the North Kimberley and East Kimberley Divisions, where the 
corresponding average totals were 482 points and 441 points respectively. 


In contrast to the ample rains received over a large portion of the State, a small por- 
tion of the north coastal division (ineluding the Moora district) received no rain, while in 
the Central Coastal Division the average total of rainfall for the month amounted to only 
11 points. 
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The following table shows the month’s rainfall, compared with the averages, in the

The month’s rainfall was derived chiefly from the tropical low pressure belt which fairly 
continuously maintained a considerable inflow of moisture-laden northerly winds. In most 
instances the tropical depressions became rain-productive first in the Kimberley Division 
or the Northern Territory, and, after extending their rainfall to the north-west coast, 
penetrated to the Pilbara Division, to the East Gascoyne region, and at times to the northern 
goldfields. On one occasion (soon after the middle of the month) the rain-productive section 
of a tropical depression penetrated southwards to the south coast and to the south-east, 
causing one of the most nearly general rainfalls experienced in the State in recent years. 
A slow-moving southern depression which operated off the south coast greatly aided this 
southward penetration of moist tropical air which had first been drawn inland by the 
tropical rain system. Widespread and severe thunderstorms and strong winds in the inland 
sub-tropics were a feature of this disturbance, and at some places, more particularly in the 
vicinity of Bruce Rock, heavy hailstorms were experienced. 


The month’s temperatures were mostly below normal, as, in the tropies and in much of 
the northern subtropics, cloudiness and attendant rainfall were more prevalent than is 
usual in January, while in the southern subtropies the proportion of winds from the south- 
ward was somewhat above normal. However, some high temperatures were recorded, the 
more noteworthy being 113 deg. at. Winning Pool on January 29, 111 deg. at Port Hedland 
on January 28 and 29, 110 deg. at Marble Bar on January 30, and at Winning Pool on 
January 3 and January 27. South from the tropics several periods of anticyclonic control 
inland introduced a northerly component into the wind directions, and some heatwave 
periods of moderate intensity were experienced. On two occasions these heatwaves affected 
the south-west of the State chiefly and Perth recorded temperatures of 103.4 deg. on 
January 7 and 100.2 deg. on January 30, 


The far southern districts of the State experienced an unusually wide nange of 
temperature; on January 7 maximum thermometer readings of 102 deg. were recorded at 
Collie, Mt. Barker, and Bridgetown, while the opposite extreme was in evidence on January 
19, when minimum temperatures were 28 deg. at Bridgetown, 40 deg. at Donnybrook, 
41 deg. at Collie, and 43 deg. at Busselton, Manjimup, Wandering and Katanning. 


In Perth the first ‘‘century’’ temperature of the year was preceded by a series of more 
moderate but still fairly high temperatures, and for several days ended on January 7 
remarkable mirages were observable in the vicinity of Garden and Rottnest Islands and 
on the mainland coast to the northward of the city. 


Other noteworthy phenomena observed during the month included displays of Aurora 
Australis seen from Perth and from many other places in the southern subtropics of this 
State on the evening of January 22 and the early morning of January 23, and from Collie 
and Midland Junction on January 26, 


Temperatures in Perth ranged from 51.9 deg. on January 1 to 103.4 deg. on January 7. 
The mean maximum temperature (84.1 deg.) was 0.6 deg. below the average and the mean 
minimum temperature (61-9 deg.) was 1-5 deg. below the average. The mean temperature 
(73-0 deg.) was 1.0 deg. below the average. Rainfall occurred in the city ‘on two days 
and the aggregate fall (21 points) was 12 points below the average. 


February.—As was the case in the previous month, tropical rainstorm activity was 
much in evidence, but, as is usual at this time of the year, the southern depressions were 
a negligible factor in rain-production in this State, except in the far South-West and South. 


Over the various districts as a whole substantial rainfall surpluses were recorded almost 
generally in the Tropics, except in the West Kimberley Division, where there was a 
moderate shortage, and the rain was especially heavy in the De Grey Division, where severe 
tropical storms operated. Deficits were, however, recorded throughout the sub-tropics, except 
at Mundiwindi in the East Gascoyne, and one or two stations in the extreme South-West, 
the rain shortage being particularly marked in the North Coastal, South Central and Eucla 
Divisions. The heaviest rainfall totals recorded at individual stations were as follows:— 
Whim Creek 994 points; Hall’s Creek 984 points; Pt. Hedland 962 points; Fitzroy Crossing 
761 points and Turkey Creek 756 points. In Perth 13 points fell on the morning of the last 
day but otherwise the month was rainless at the official recording station, but a few light 
showers occurred in the suburbs. 


The following table shows the comparison between (a) the average February rainfall 
and (b) the mean rainfall in February, 1938, in the various districts as a whole:—

Tropical activity extended well south over the State on several occasions, bringing 
rain to scattered sections of the sub-tropies, but there were two outstanding storm systems. 


Between the 4th and 6th heavy to very heavy falls were experienced in the De Grey 
division and heavy rains in the Kimberley and Fortescue divisions and at Mundiwindi. 
This system was first observed on the chart on 29th January off Cambridge Gulf. It moved 
rapidly to the vicinity of Port Hedland, where it remained for several days and high seas 
were reported from Port Hedland on three days, and wind velocity at times reached 50 
m.p.h., some damage resulting. On the 5th, Whim Creek reported a twenty-four hour total 
of 908 points, while several stations east of Roebourne experienced between 6 and 7 inches 
and up to 9 inches. 


The second depression had its origin in the Northern Territory but moved south- 
westwards to the Western Australian border on the 17th and 18th. Heavy to very heavy 
falls were experienced in the East Kimberley Division—Hall’s Creek 473 points on the 
morning of the 18th—and heavy falls over the catchment area of the Fitzroy River caused 
a heavy flood, reports from Fitzroy Crossing on the 19th advising that the plains in that 
vicinity were inundated. The storm caused a cessation of telegraphic communication with 
the Hast and North Kimberley and an interruption to the air services operating between 
Broome and the Northern Territory. 


The pressure distribution during the month was responsible for strong south-easterly 
winds over our sub-tropics with occasional strong local blows, Meekatharra reporting con- 
siderable damage to buildings as the result of a severe wind storm on the afternoon of 
the 17th. 


In the tropies the prevalence of cloudiness and rain kept temperatures on most days 
considerably below normal during the first three weeks of the month. Later, despite the 
disappearance of cloud, temperatures were not often unduly high, as south-west to north- 
west winds from the coast penetrated unusually far inland. Some high readings were, 
however, reported, and on February 17th 114 deg. was recorded at Roebourne and 112 deg. 
at Marble Bar. 


Prolonged heat wave conditions were most in evidence in the north-eastern sub-tropies, 
and the following series of maximum temperatures was recorded at Wiluna from February 
7 to 17 inclusive:—104 deg., 110 deg., 109 deg., 112 deg., 108 deg., 103 deg., 109 deg., 111 deg., 
108 deg., 109 deg., and 104 deg. 
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In the southern and western sub-tropies the prevalence of southerly winds on most 
days kept temperatures appreciably below normal. In Perth the extreme registrations were 
99.0 deg. on the 7th and 50.2 deg. on the 3rd. 


Other Februarys in which the temperature in Perth has failed to reach 100 deg. have 
been experienced only three times since 1907, viz. in 1916, 1918 and 1928. Perth mean 
temperatures for the month (with the corresponding average for all Februarys in paren- 
theses) were as follows:—

In the country districts of the South-West and South the most noteworthy temperatures 
were minor heat waves which occurred from 5th to Sth inclusive and from 22nd to 24th 
inclusive. On both these occasions anticyclones were situated so as to cause easterly to 
northerly winds to flow across the south-west of the State. The heat wave of 22nd to 24th 
was noteworthy for its penetration into the far south of ‘the State, where Manjimup re- 
corded maximum readings of 94.2 deg. on February 23 and 97.5 deg. on February 24, severe 
fire hazard conditions resulting in the karri forest areas. 


In contrast to this unusual heat in the far south some severe frosts occurred in the 
far south of the State on February 19 and 20, great damage resulting to vegetable and to 
green fodder crops in the Redmond, Chorkerup and Narrikup districts. In addition maize 
and millet crops were damaged severely. 


March.—The rainfall in Western Australia in March was rather irregularly distributed, 
a considerable area in the south-west of the State receiving more than the usual March 
totals, while deficits varying in amount from small'to very large percentages of the normal 
rainfall were reported from the remainder of the State. 


The region favoured by a rainfall surplus comprised most of the North Coastal Divi- 
sion, all but the more easterly portions of the wheatbelt, together with the South-West and 
South Coastal Divisions: The principal registrations in the districts which received a rain- 
fall surplus were as follows:— 


North Coastal:—289 points at Kondut and 230 points at Morawa. 
Central Coastal:—229 points at Jarrahdale and 223 points at Kalamunda. 
South Coastal:—305 points at Albany and 282 points at Pemberton. 
Central North:—329 points at Dowerin and 255 points at Meckering. 
Central South:—350 points at Dudinin and 311 points at Corrigin. 


In Perth the month’s rainfall aggregated 175 points, as compared with the March normal 
rainfall of 82 points. 


In the districts which received less than their norma] March rainfall the deficits ranged 
from 3% in the North-East to 99% in the East Kimberley Division. 


A feature of the month’s rainfall was the marked shortage in the tropics, the summer 
rainfall season in the northern half of the State having apparently ended rather suddenly 
about the middle of the previous month. 


The month’s rainfall was almost negligible in the Kimberley and De Grey Divisions, 
and averaged only 14 points in the Fortescue district. In the Gascoynes the registrations 
averaged about half an inch, but amounted to only about one half of the normal March 
rainfall. 


The comparative failure of the month’s rainfall in the tropics was associated with the 
absence of sustained high temperatures over a large area and with the consequent weakness 
of the indraft of moisture-laden oceanic air. 


South from the tropic the fairly satisfactory rains were derived from the normal 
source of autumn rains, viz., a southern depression which caused a strong flow of moisture- 
laden air from the Indian Ocean south-eastwards across the south-western parts of the 
State. 


Temperatures were mostly below normal, but a considerable number of high maximum 
registrations were recorded in the tropics, and towards the end of the month temperatures 
were for several successive days considerably above normal in the western sub-tropics. In 
Perth the month was cooler than usual. Maximum temperatures were 1-9 deg. below the 
normal of 81.5 deg., while the minimum temperatures averaged 61-1 deg. and were .4 deg. 
below the normal. ;
